Bireh wood Is preferred. Ttie birch 
It firtt tawed into sticks four or live 
foot long and sovcn-oighths of an inch 
to thri'O inulioa sipiarc, accoriliiig to 
tho sizu of the spool to be produced. 
Tiioso sticks are thoroughly seasoned. 
They are sawed into short blocks, and 
the bloekt are dried in a hot-air kiln. 
At tha time they are tawed a hole it 
bored through thoin. One whirl of the 
little bloi k ii^'aiiisl sharp knives, shaped 
bv a patti'tn, in.-vki's tho spools at the 
rail) of iinr a si'f.""l 

A small l«iy feeds tho spool machine, 
simply placing the blocks in a spout, 
and throwing out the knotty or dafsct- 
iva ttoolb The machine is automatic, 
but can not do the sorting. The spools 
are revolved rapidly in drums, and 
polish tliciiiSBlves. For some purpnsns 
they arc dyed yellow, red or black. 
They are made in hnndrada of tbapat 
and sizes. 

When one toes on a spool ot llu«ad 
"one hundtted yards" or 'Hwo hnadred 
yards," these words dp not signify that 
the thread has been meaaored, but that 
tho spool has been gauged, and is tup- 
posed to contain so much thread. 

When a silk or linen or a cotton lirm 
waiitfi a »\mo\ mailo. it sends a pattern 
to a Kpool iimker. I'his pattern gives 
Ihc si 7,0 and shape of tho barrel, and ot 
the liead and bevel.

where," the tays, "ia there a morr 
magnificent piece of handiwork.' 
The text traces the biatury aud dU 
cuaaea the artistic impnrlauca of lie 
cathedral. Mr. Peuuell't drawings 
which are not leta iulerestlng or ef- 
fective than in tbo previous articles 
of the series, confirm the wrilerV 
statement that there ia no direction 
from which tba cathedral may not be 
well aeen. 

"The American Gamcof Fool-Uall 
Is the subject ot a paper by Professor 
Alexander Johnston of I'rincelou 
College, in which the dovelopnieut ol 
the Rugby game on this side of the 
Atlantic is descrltwd, and games are 
considered. This psper ia admirably 
Uluslrated with spirited drawings by 
Irving R. Wiles, showing "A Touch 
Down," "A Foul 'l-ackle. High,' 
Foul Tackle, Low," "A Fair Tackle, 
"Ureaking tbruugli the Ruah Line," 
aud other acencs Iu the game. 

Mr. Stcdmau contribalea a paper of 
criticism, entitled "Tnrelvo Yeara ol 
liritiab Song," being chiefly extract 
from the forthcoming aupplcmeut to 
the next edition of "Victorian Poets,' 
most of which.

Among the illiistralluns are "Sher- 
man anil his Generals," "Sherman's 
Troops Destroying Railroads," "The 
Storming of the Salkehatcble Kiver," 
"Crossing the North Edisto," "Ruins 
ol Columbia," and sketches at the 
Saluda, Juniper deck, I'ayetteviile. 
and Ilentonrille. J'orlialts of Gen- 
erals Ulair, Wade Hampton, lioke, 
and McLaws are alao given. The 
battle leries will close in the Novem- 
ber number with the 'Apiiomatlox 
Campaign," other war articles of a 
gensral or uiitechiiical nature, in- 
cladiiiK General .Sherman's "Grand 
Strategy of the War," being left over 
for future occaaional publicaliuii. 

The poetry of the number includes 
conlribni ions by Richard E. Burlonj 
Ellen .M. II. Gates, Julia C. R. Dorr, 
Samuel W. Dullield, .'^arali M. B.
